Henry C. Wallace, United States 
Recretary of Agriculture, assured the 
farmers of government assistance in 
the marketing of their grain. 

Some think the activities of the 
department should stop with the 
farmers’ production problems, and 
they have criticised the department 
severely because some of its people 
have gone outside of production or 
regulatory lines,” he said. “I do 
not believe these criticiems are either 
fair or well founded.” 


WORKED SIX MONTHS. 


The plans call for optional pool- 
ing of grain for co-operative mar- 
keting, as compulsory pooling was 
defeated in the committee. The 
committee had worked for six 
months on its report, and called the 
conference today as a _ ratification 
meeting. The report declared curb- 
ing of speculation, which, it as- 
serted, “almost rs human com- 
prehension,” was o of the chief 
aims. 

Besides announcing plans for the 
corporation and its bylaws, the re- 
port outlined contracts binding farm- 
ers who enroll in the plan. 

Salient details of the contract 
feature of the plan are these: 

“There are two contracts, the first 
running from the farmer to the far. 
mers’ co-Operative elevator, the sec- 
ond from the elevator to the cen- 
tral agency. 

FARMER OBLIGATIONS. 


The farmer signing the contract 
must sell his grain exclusively to 
these agencies for five years, re- 
newable thereafter from year to 
year. There are two.types of con- 
tract a farmer may make. He may 
adopt the regular sales method now 
followed, through which the farm- 
er selis to the elevator and the ele- 
vator sells at the market. These 
may be direct sales or sales on con- 
signment. The second method is 
pooling. Farmers of a community 
adopting this plan may pool or 
farmers of two 3 more commu- 
nities may join in a pool of their 

grain. 

If either of the two optional meth- 
ods in the contract proves unlaw- 
ful, it is so stated that it will be 
automatically stricken from the 
contract, and the balance stands. 

Other features of the plan require 
that all members of the United 
States Grain Growers, Inc., must be 
bona-fide growers of grain. 

Provision also is made for estab- 
lishment ef subsidiary corporations, 
including an export corporation, a 
warehouse corporation, a corpora- 
tion to purchase seats on exchanges, 
and a finance corporation.

‘simply for the farmer to enter upon 
a program of conducting his own 
business of marketing,” said C. H.

earning power was diminished by reason 
of their service for the country the gov- 
ernment must make adequate compnensa- 
tion. We should be false to the traditions 
of our fathers if we did otherwise. Bofore 
the end of the chapter a great many more 
of our ex-service men will need help: ana 
when that hour comes the country will be 
ready and willing to fulfill its obligations to 
them. It has done so in the past and it 
will not be remiss in its duty now. 

But in order that the nation shall always 
be prepared to meet the requirements of 
the worthy it must not be swamped by a 
flood of extra taxes in the beginning. If 
$5,000,000,000 were to be distributed among 
the returned soldiers and sailors now the 
amount going to the individual would not 
be su cient to support him for any con- 
siderable time. The greater portion of it 
would doubtless be frittered away. The 
Times expects to see that sum of money 
paid by the government in the next thirty 
verrs in caring for those who served their 
country in some capacity during the World 
War. But it should be paid out only as it 
is actually needed in each case: and the 
country must have an opportunity to earn 
it before the payments are made. To at- 
tempt to disburse such a sum. now woulda 
smash the whole economic program for re- 
construction. It would leave the country 
“broke” and those who will need assistance 
for a long term of years would he left with- 
out support. If the finances of the country 
are bankrupted by reckless legislation, what 
will the worthy service men get? . 

That blanket-bonus idea was originatea 
by demagogues who sought to make polit- 
ical capital out of it by attaching to them- 
selves the “soldiers’ vote.” But a majority

One of the publications of the feteration 
was a pamphlet entitled “America is Call- 
ing. devoted to an analysis of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. The pamphlet 
has been widely commended and has been 
circulated in the public schools in severa!

group of union-dabor officials, declined to 
permit the circulation of the pamphiet in 
the public schools of California. 

One would suppose that the opposition 
of the union laborites would have come 
from some discussion of questions invoiv- 
ing labor and industry. But the pamphiet 
does not enter into the questions of capitai 
and labor. The union-labor protest was di- 
rected at a paragrarh in the pamphiet that 
condemns Socialism and at another para- 
graph that advised the school children not 
to be misled by unsupported statements of 
agitators concerning the advisability of rov- 
ernment ownership and operation of all“ 
industries. 

The objectionable paragraphs read as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

You students can help in the great 
fight that must be made against Com- 
munism, State Soctalism and ail other 
isms of the agitators. 

Certain classes or groups of people 
are insisting that our government 
should take over all private business 
and that we shduld socialize everything, 
because, as they claim. Socialism is a 
great leveler and, when the govern- 

ment owns and operates all industry, 
commerce and business, we will all be 
on an equal basis. This is true. We 

will all be working on the same r 


—

The result is that 
men who not only do not properly represent 
the land owners, but who, u many cases, 
are arrayed in arrogant opposition to land 
owners in furtherance of theif own schemes, 
have been elgcted. 

The Beal hill is desizned*to correct this 
evil. in ent it will plate the control of 
irrigation (istrict affairs and the selection 
of district ofcials in the hinds of all the 
men whose interests are involved and only 
those men, and the voting power will be in 
preportion to the extent of. the voters’ in- 
terest. 

The provisions of the bill are not only 
equitable but wise.  Irrigation-district at. 
fairs should be under the full control of the 
land owners, for they are vitally interested 
and upon them falls the egtire burden of 
cost. Wherever district affairs become re- 
lated to other affairs of the Gommunity ade- 
quate State and county laws exist to en- 
able satisfactory adjustment. When dis- 
trict matters concern only ‘the water sys-

Francisco that it is the policy of the Board 


of Regents that “the University of Caltfor- 
nia hold both radical and conservative 
views on economic questions, in order to 
establish a balanced viewpoint.” This pol- 
icy seems to apply only when it is a ques- 


tion of radical literature. Any protest 


against radicalism and Socialism is held as 
“partisan propaganda.” Socialism is an eco- 


nomic rather than a political question, and 


an economic discussion of the arguments 
against it is mot necessarily partisan. - 


Frequently The Times has pointed out the 
subtle campaign conducted by Communists, 
Socialists and other Agitating groups for 
the purpose of destroying our present form 
of government. They have sometimes suc 
ceeded in circulating their propaganda 
through the media of the schools and 
churches.
